Report Says That Large Number 
of Internal Elevators May 
Be Built

Fort William, Jan. 30.—An im- 
portant announcement is likely to be 
made in a few days affecting the 
grain business and the farmers of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan It is 
as goo] as settled that the Dominion 
Government will at an early date 
proceed to establish a very exten- 
sive system of internal elevators at 
central points in Alberta, Saskatche- 


wan and possibly in Manitoba. 

The embargo announced by the C, 
Pp. R. a few days ago has helped to 
bring Tete” situa to a 
point Where action is necessary. 

Tne first elevators, of probably 1,- 
000,000. bushels capacity each, will 
in all provability be located at Sask- 
atoon and Swift Current in Saskatche- 
wan, and Ked Deer and Lethbridge 
in Alberta, 

Hlevators may be erected at Cal- 
gary and Edmonton later on, but the 
question of city population does not 
enter seriously into the question. The 
idea is to secure relief for congested 
districts, and prevent blockades, 
bound to occur unless some large in- 
ternal accommodation is provided. 

It is uNderstood that the railway 
companies are planning and co-op- 
erating. The railways figure that the 
same railway equipment as at present 
will be able to give ®bout four-fold 
the present service. .

The last witness called was Thomas 
Parkin, brother of the dead man, who, 
stand'ng in court before the. jury, put 
on the shot-niddied coat which his 
brother was wearing when he met his 
death on the afternoon of September 
80th, 

The coat, which was closely éx- 
amined by the Jury and by the Chie! 
Justice, had in it a hole about the 
size of a man's hand, blown away ‘by 
the charge of shot which inflicted the 
fatal wound, 

Dr, Johnson, who attended William 
Parkin, slated that he did not de- 
finitely inform the deceased that he 
was dying, and the Chief Justice 
therefore refused to, permit the dying 
statement to be put in as evidence, 

Dr. Johnson expressed the opinion 
that death was due to the shot wound 
received in the back and this was 
corroborated by the next witness, Dr. 
J. W Shaw, who performed the post- 
mortem examination, 

Dr. Shaw said it was evident that 
the gun had been pointed at right 
angles to the body and that Parkin 
was probably shot while lying on the 
ground and probably on attempting to 
rise, 

Dr. Thompson, coroner, agreed with 


the evidence given by the two other 
doctors. 
Roy Fenton, the owner of the gun 


found in the flax field, near the scene 


of the tragedy, said ‘that he had 
loaned the gun to Thiel about Sep- 
tember 23. 

Before the court adjourned for the 


day, four witnesses were held for the 
defence, whose evidence, however, 
was chiefly confined to the reputation 
borne by Thiel and to his demeanor 
on the day of the shooting prior to the 
actual event.

To cover the erection of movable 
or tempeurary steel and fron struc 
tures if the city, especially within the 
first-class fire limits, Bulliding dnp 
spectos Mclvor has submitted the fol 
vwing regulations to the city com 
missioners for approval:

built entirely of, steel, and provided 
With concrete or other incombustible 
flocr, and lighted by no other mean. 
than electric lights, and not. heated 
directly by stoves, may be built on the 
rear of inside lots facing Jasper ave- 
nue, First street, Namayo avenue, 
McDougali avenue, Whyte avenue, 
and Main street, and within the First 
bire iimits, and not more thay one 
on any lot. 

One storey store and office build- 
ings built entirely of steel and set on 
proper foundations, of brick, stone 
or concrete, and occupying a flooi 
area of not more than six hundred 
square feet (600), and provided with 
sanitary conveniences in accordance 
with the health regulations of the 
City of Edmonton, may be built on 
any portion of a lot, not facing ou 
Jasper avenue, First street, Namayo 
avenue, MeDougall avenue, Whyt« 
avenue, and Main street, and within 
the second or third class limits of 
the City of Edmonton, And not more 
than one of such building or build 
ings on any lot subject to the above 
regulations, and subject to the ap 
proval ef the commissioners of th 
city of Edmonton, and any instruc 
tions they may give to the building 
inspector regarding each and ap) 
particular case, including location.
